FORESTRY BANK BILL 
‘INTRODUCED IN 
MISSISSIPPI SENATE 


Jackson, Miss.—A bill to estab- 
lish a State Forestry Bank was 
introduced in the Mississippi 
Senate by Senator George Yar- 
brough, Red Banks, President 
Pro Tem of the Senate. Signing 
the bill along with Yarbrough 
were 25 other senators. 

The Forestry Bank Bill is an 
integral part of xovernor Bar- 
nett’s program of economic in- 
dependence which he has pro- 


poseg for Mississippi. It carries 
an appropriation request of 
$500,000. 

Details of the bill were de- 
veloped as a result of recom- 
mendations made by the Missis- 
sippi Forestry Assn. through a 
committee headed by John Squir- 
es, Chairman of the MFA exec- 
utivé committee and forestry 
manager at, Mississippi Prod- 
ucts, -Inc., Jackson, Recommend- 
ations of this committee were 
approved by directors of MFA 
before being submitteq to Gov- 
ernor Barnett. 

The bill as introduced would 
establish a Forestry Bank Board 
of trustees which will manage a 
revclving fund in support of 
loans for tree planting and tim- 
berland improvement on Missis- 
vippi's 5.7 million idle timber 
acres, s 

Landowners must first’ apply 
to local lending sources for funds 
before an application can be 
made to the Forestry Bank. if 
a loeal lender can provide the 
money requested, the Forestry 
Bank will insure the loan. If a 
conventional lending agency. is 
unable to make a loan for for- 
estry improvement purposes, the 
landowner may then apply to the 
Forestry Bank. As a condition of 
a loan from either of the two 
, Sources, the landowner | must 
show clear title to the property

You can remove these marks 
by rubbing them with a clean 
cloth or with fine steel wool 
dipped in wax. Then blend wax 
over the cleaned area. 


FOR GOOD WASHING 


Sort your clothes according to 
color, fabric and degree of dirt- 
mess. These determine how hot 
the water is you Use, how long 
you wash and the type of agi- 
tation. 

Check pockets and cuffs, shake 
out loose dirt, dust, sand, 
paper tissues and many Other 
soils in wash water will set- 
tle on slightly dirty clothes 
and make them appear dirtier. 
You'll have fewer laundry prob- 
lems if you remove such be- 
fore you put the clothes into 
the water. 

Follow directions for remov- 
ing » stains. The quicker you 
treat a stain the more likely you 
are to remove it.
